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“Fire Insurance, an Essential to Credit,” is the 
title of a booklet recently published by the National 
Association of Credit Men. It contains 
a series of articles representing the views 
of prominent credit men from every sec- 
tion of the country on the relation of fire 
insurance to credit. These articles are unanimous in 
the opinion that credit should not be granted mer- 
chants, manufacturers or consumers who do not carry 
an ample amount of fire insurance. The following are 
excerpts from a few Opinions: 


& Insurance 
= and 
Credit. 


No good business man would listen to a proposition to 
cancel for sixty or ninety days a policy of $1,000 on his 
stock when he had only the amount actually needed for 
protection. Why should he then be ready to ship $1,000 
worth of goods to some merchant who has no insurance 
on his stock? In the one case the goods would remain in 
his own warehouse and under his own watch and care; in 
the other they are put beyond his power to protect, guard 
or save, and his chances of loss by fire are many times more 
than if he kept them in his own warehouse and canceled the 
insurance on them. I say “his chances,” because where fire 
losses occur, with no insurance on the stock, the creditors 
almost invariably lose a large part, or all, of what is due 
them. ~ 

If I had the extension of a credit to a ‘merchant, and 
there was a question as to this feature, I would feel free 
to ask for an explanation, and not only would I want to 
know the amount of his insurance, but the character of it, 
the form of his policy, and I should also consider the stand- 
ing of the company. I do not imagine that there would be 
serious objection if the request was made in the right spirit. 
It is usually the case that the retail merchant has had less 
experience than the jobber or manufacturer, and might be 
glad to receive advice concerning the details of insurance. 

To evade fire insurance evinces a lack of business fore 
sight and conservatism, and places credit upon a speculative 
basis, thereby destroying confidence, which is the foundation 
of all credit 
had better be wound up. 

The credit man’s aim is to determine to the best of his 
ability, from all the information at his command, that every 
one who seeks credit from his firm is in such condition 
‘financially that when the account matures it will be paid. 
Whe record of fire losses shows us with startling clearness 


Any business which cannot stand insurance 
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that a fire is a calamity which is liable to come at any 
moment, and one which cannot be entirely guarded against. 
Were we able to prevent every possibility of fire, insurance 
would be unnecessary; but, since this cannot be accomplished, 
even in fireproof buildings, insurance forms the only ade- 
quate remedy on which a merchant can rely. Therefore, 
from the credit man’s point of view we believe that “As 
an essential to credit, merchants should be required to carry 
fire insurance.” 

We take every precaution in our lines of business as to 
what we buy and how we sell it—as to the location of and 
our credits to both retailers and consumers ;—as to the class 
of our help and our general expense accounts. Then let us 
not overlook the important necessity of Fire Insurance, for 
with it we can sleep better at night and enjoy more freedom 
and prosperity during the everyday transactions of our busi 
ness lives. 

The non-insured and those who won’t, are generally the 
class of customers who are ignorant and do not know 
enough to protect their own; the careless and shiftless who 
procrastinate until burned out; the over-economical 
stingy merchant, and those who, by location far removed 
from railroads or fire protection of any character, and where 
the risk is very hazardous, feel that the rate is almost pro- 
hibitive. The last class we have sympathy for; the others 
none. These accgunts as a rule are small, their purchases 
being limited by the very nature of their business, and when 
they are visited by a fire, creditors are generally called upon 
to attend a post-mortem. For this class I would say, make 
fire insurance essentia! to the opening or continuing of an 
account.

When goods are delivered a customer, they are unques- 
tionably his legal property, whether they are bought for 
“Cash” or “On Credit.” Morally, however, those goods do 
not belong to him until paid for; and until then, therefore, 
it is not only his duty to use every endeavor to safeguard 
them, but the creditor should compel him so to do. 

Fire insurance does more for the merchant than reim- 
burse him for the losses he sustains by fire. The require- 
ments of a fire policy are such that no merchant or manufac- 
turer who complies with them can fail to find that they have, 
in a sense, an elevating influence upon every department of 
his business. If he is a manufacturer, he must keep his fac 
tory in a certain insurable condition; its cleanliness, the habits 
of his employes and a thousand and one things bearing upon 
the insurance company’s risk must be matters of constant 
attention. If he is a merchant, he must so fortify himself 
by keeping accurate account of his stock, and additions to 
and withdrawals therefrom that at any instant he 
ean, like a bank, strike a balance and find out whether he is 
making headway or not. Then, again, there is that feeling 
of security that is afforded the merchant who knows that 
under no conditions the results of his life-work be 
entirely swept away from him. It makes 
self-reliant, and gives him a feeling of confidence that reflects 
itself in every business action.

In 
many. cases, where merchants have suffered a total loss 
by firé, it has developed at a later date, when these sam 


parties were trying to make a new start and asking aid fron 


the jobber and manufacturer, that the matter of fire insurar 
had never been properly brought before them, and it was 
due to ignorance on their part rather than intention that they 
had not availed themselves of the protection offered 


insurance companies 

While the compilation of this booklet was primarily 
for the purpose of furthering the interests of credit 
men rather than retailers, it cannot help but be of 
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benefit to the latter class also. The absolute neces- 
sity of fire insurance is now recognized almost univer- 
sally. Any endeavor to eliminate the word almost 
from this statement is praiseworthy. 

In the interests of honest dealing, education arid 
commercial prosperity, it would undoubtedly be wise 
for hardware dealers to acquaint themselves more 
thoroughly with the position which credit men and en- 
lightened business seers have assumed as to the inter- 
relation of fire insurance and credit. Copies of the 
booklet will be sent to dealers by L. D. Vogel, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Credit Men’s Association, 1440 
North Main street, St. Louis.

Tue AMERICAN ARTISAN devotes a whole page in its last 
issue to a defense of its position favoring the convention- 
exposition idea, the two-ring circus-under-one-tent plan, and 
still insists that while it might not work well for an imple- 
ment dealers’ convention it is sure to be an unqualified suc- 
cess at a hardware dealers’ convention, and thinks the Jour- 
nal’s criticism of the scheme unwarranted. 

All right, brother, we will not quarrel about it. Try 
it and seé how it works. In Illinois they may make hardware 
dealers and implement dealers out of different material, but 
out in this part of the “wild and woolly” they all look alike 
and seem to be of the same kind of clay. In fact, the im- 
plement and hardware dealer is one and the same in many 
instances. The convention and exhibition in the same build- 
ing is not a success “out West,” excepting for the exhibitors. 
We will admit that dealers ought to be sufficiently interested 
in the work of the association to attend every session of the 
convention, no matter what the outside attraction, and we 
have preached that doctrine every year since the dealers 
began to hold conventions, but aside from the faithful iew 
they prefer to tarry at the exhibits. 

It is hardly necessary to state that the leaders of this 
practically new movement realize that a few hard- 
ware men will watch for the results of the next annual 
meeting with the most coldly critical eye. The vast 
majority, however, realize that the plan is a good 
one, feasible, practical, remunerative and enticing. 
These men are giving the movement a tremendous im- 
petus. The outlook is most promising. But the results 
speak and the managers realize it. With their abil- 
ity, enthusiasm, courage and dauntlessness, it is too 
little to say that, when the show down comes, the 


hand will look good. 


STATistics for the first six months of the current 
year show a production of pig iron of 10,994,500 
gross tons. These figures can probably 

Production be increased by about 300,000 gross 
Reduced. tons, because not all returns were avail- 
able. During the first half of 1903 ap- 

proximately 9,700,000 gross tons were produced. 
During the second half of 1904 approximately 8,- 
300,000 tons were produced. During the first half of 
1905 Over 7,000,000 gross tons of steel productions 


were turned out. The consumption of merchants’ 
productions amounted during this period to almost 
4,000,000 tons. 

An analysis of these and other figures shows con- 
clusively that whatever the demand on the part of 
foundry men and whatever the producing capacity of 
the furnaces, this latter quantity can be raised or low- 
ered on the shortest possible notice. It is also ap- 
parent that pig iron producers are able to adjust 
themselves to the situation and to preserve a better 
equilibrium between supply and demand than they 
were five or even one year ago. 

The monthly pig, iron production for the last six 
months shows that this has been curtailed quite 
heavily during the last thirty days. In May the pro- 
duction was the heaviest for the current year, coming 
very close to 2,000,000 tons. The production for 
June containing one day less was lower bf 200,000 
tons. During the week ending May 6th, the produc- 
tion was 452,000 tons. For the week ending July 1<:, 
it was 408,600 tons. 

A reduction of the producing capacity of the fur- 
naces and an enlargement is a matter, which if well 
regulated, should be, and is, decidedly commended 
by business men all over the country. There is little 
to be gained by crowding food on an over-loaded 
stomach, and almost as little to be gained by heaping 
pig ‘iron upon an over-loaded market. ‘The effect is 
not only to destroy the strength of the pig iron mar- 
ket, but of almost all others. 








RANDOM SKETCHES. 





BY SIDNEY ARNOLD. 


Not long ago I| had the pleasure of riding in the 
locomotive cab of one of our famous limited trains. 
The experience was unusually edifying, and I shall 
probably never forget the wonderful trip. My atten- 
tion was riveted for the most part upon the engineer. 
The hand which sends the train forward at the rate of 
seventy miles an hour, and then checks its speed to 
bring it to a standstill within two hundred yards, was 
a cynosure. Its power was limitless. It controlled 
every pulse of the locomotive, Every move responded 
to an action on the part of the engineer. The four 
hundred pounds pressure to the square inch in the 
boiler was subject to the call and beck of this omnipo- 
tent personage. It was the control of mind over 
matter. It was a conquest of the animate over the 
inanimate. 

The control which the engineer has over his engine 
is similar to the control which some people exercise 
over others. This control is not through physical 
power but through mental. It results from the knowl- 
edge of character. 

The study of character is appreciated and developed 
by almost every successful man. Politicians, doctors, 
salesmen, and all persons having’ extensive dealings 
with other human beings, require the services of a 
scrutinizing insight in order to make their work even 
partially successful. I am afraid that hardware deal- 
ers lose sight of the tremendous importance of the de- 
velopment of this faculty in dealing with their clerks. 
They are apt to treat all of their employes alike; they 
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are apt to use the same inducements with each one; 
employ the same methods of discipline with the novice 
and the experienced, and call down one as they would 
another. There is a difference. 

In this discussion it may perhaps be pardonable for 
me to go back a few hundred years and touch very 
lightly on some of the deductions of philosophers. 
These heavy brained gentlemen are divided into prac- 
‘tically three classes regarding the ontology of the 
world, or of what the world, the heavens, the inhabit- 
ants, their bodies, stones, mountains, rivers, etc., are 
made. A gentleman, named Berkeley, voiced the senti- 
ment of the deep thinkers of to-day, when he said that 
all these things ‘are merely ideas of the fancies. Sub- 
stance, matter, molecules, etc., do not exist. A chair, 
a cooking stove, a bed, a house, etc., are merely ideas. 
It is inconceivable without further investigation, but it 
is true that eighty per cent of the people, who study 
ontological philosophy, agree with Mr. Berkeley. On 
the other hand, there is a school, formed by a German 
named Buechner, who believe that all that exists is 
matter; that our minds are nothing but brains, and 
result from constant development. This gentleman 
has a very small and comparatively insignificant fol- 
lowing. 

A few hundred years ago, a Frenchman, named 
Descartes, decided that there were two elements ex- 
isting; one was mind and the other matter. This is 
the popular belief at present, and for all practical 
purposes most men believe that Descartes was right. 
The theory that a thing which can be felt is merely 
an idea is truly inconceivable. The theory that our 
minds are merely material brains is almost inconceiv- 
able likewise. The theory, that we have both minds 
and bodies, while insupportable theoretically, is prac- 
tically the one which 999,999;999 per cent of the people 
cling to. 

The fact that we have both bodies and minds should 
be considered in the study of character. It should be 
noted that the bodies of some people exercise a pre- 
dominant control over their minds and direct the 
greater part of their actions. Their hopes, their move- 
ments, their methods and their ideas are chosen by 
the way in which they will affect their body. It is not 
hard to spot these gentlemen, as their physical selves 
are usually well developed; their faces do not need 
rouge, their eyes glasses, or their shoes a shine. 

On the other hand there is another division in which 
the mind controls the body, and in which the body 
is under complete control. The body is taken into 
small consideration and is developed or weakened only 
‘as it will or will not serve.the purpose of the mental 
half. .Late hours and hard work emaciating the 
physical self and improving the mental are not tabooed 
by this class.

They can be 
treated much as the large mastiff or the patient cow.

kicked or caressed.* If the employer succeeds in deal- 
ing successfully with this class of men, he is un- 
doubtedly more than half Way down the road to a 
fortune. The persons in whom the mental self pre- 
dominates offer limitless possibilities. The possibilities 
of the first class are limited by their amount of energy. 
The possibilities of the second class.are limited only 
by the grave. The skillful student of character can 
mold the second class, as he would a piece of clay. 
Their minds and bodies are utterly plastic. Under 
successful treatment they will obey the touch of their 
employer as the engine will obey the touch of the 
engineer. Encouragement at the proper time and in 
the proper amount, or blame delivered as a scathing 
denunciation or as merely a hint—these words as they 
are delivered at the proper time and in the right 
amount will bring out the worst or the best in a man. 
They will make him your slave or your enemy. They 
will possess you of his very life blood or they will make 
you an object of ridicule or hate. 

Your employes should be your hands, your eyes, 
your nose and your feet. They should feel with you 
and for you. They should respond to your every whim 
and to all your ideas and sentiments. If you can make 
your employes perform these functions, it will be for 
their benefit and for yours. But it is only by the most 
delicate maneuvering, the most keen insight, and the 
most tactful and constantly guarded word of mouth 
or of manner that these results can be accomplished. 
In dealing with your clerks constantly remember that 
the ability to make money for yourself is exceeded only 
by the ability to have others make money for you. 

* * *

ing in the back part of your store which have been 
collecting dust for four or six years? Have you 
noticed three or four sets of nut crackers and picks 
lying around under some show case? Were you fool- 
ish enough eight or ten years ago to buy some hard- 
wood specialties? Are the chafing dishes you have 
on hand out of date? If you have things of this de 
scription lying around with no apparent use and with 
no apparent money bringing power, get them down, 
dust them off, and describe them in a little one or two 
page circular, offering them at very attractive prices. 
They will be a good drawing card for these hot 
months, when the only inducément for buying is a 
low price.

For more than a month there has been trouble 


among the buffers and finishers of the Wehrle Stove 
The state board of arbitration

The grievance 
claimed by one hundred workmen, who participated 
the trouble several weeks ago, was that the company 
had failed to provide them with lavatories and had 
also failed to furnish them with the better grade of 
emery. The strikers have offered to return to work, 
waiving their former claims, if the company would 
agree to reinstate all the men who struck; but this the 
company has refused to do.

PRIVATE BRANDS. 
To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

Jobbers’ brands are not very popular on the whole. Pur- 
chasers feel as a general rule that the famous old tools are the 
more reliable, and they are all somewhat doubtful as to the 
quality of a tool which they have never heard of. Then, too, 
my experience with jobbers’ brands has not been the most 
favorable. I have had much trouble in getting them to guar- 
antee their brands in the’ first place, and in living up to their 
guarantee in the second place. In the long run I believe that 
there is a larger marginal profit to be had by selling makers’ 
brands, becatise consumers are more likely to learn the mak- 
ers in time. I am heartily against the practice of having small 
lots stamped with a private brand because some small jobber 
wants to spread his name over the country. This practice 
tends to the increase in cost of production, and 
prices on all lines. of A ig 


tends to raise

I think the principle of private brands is wrong and has a 
tendency to take away the maker’s individual pride, which is 


or should be the strongest guarantee of quality. I was a 
mechanic myself by trade and feel as a mechanic would con- 
cerning the difference between manufacturers’ and jobbers’ 
brands. When I buy a tool myself I want a tool upon which I 
can rely. I have tried a great many of the makers’ brands 
and have always found them entirely satisfactory In 


the same way, when a mechanic comes into my retail hard- 
ware store to get a tool he invariably asks for the makers’ 
product with the maker’s own name. I have little or no de- 
mand for private brands and aim to carry them only for cheap 
tools. I think the jobbers’ brands afford an opportunity 
otherwise honest manufacturers to disgorge upon the market a 
great deal of their second and third class product

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Western Men Meet 





The second annual convention of the Oklahoma and In- 
dian Territory Hardware, Implement and Vehicle Dealers’ 
Association was called to order in the Chamber of Com- 
merce Building at 10:30 a. m., July 11th, with a good attend- 
ance, considering the fact that two of the trains, bearing dele- 
gates, were late. 

The convention was called to order by President A. L. 
Severance of Durant, I. T. He gave a brief review of the 
history of the Indian Territory association, which had held 
four annual meetings prior to the organization of the joint 
association for the twin territories. 

Mr. Severance referred to the work of the late E. C. 
Stretch, former president of the association, who died in 
Toronto, Canada, on the 27th of June. He paid a glowing 
tribute to the ability of Mr. Stretch. 

He then addressed the association briefly. He empha- 
sized the fact that real success in business is founded on hon- 
esty and integrity in giving value rectived, stating that he 
believed ‘it was better for business men to show by their ac- 
tions in business transactions that they were good men than 
to make professions which they did not live up to. He said 
that for a dealer to sing “Jesus paid it all,” after he had taken 
advantage of the bankruptcy laws, was rather inconsistent, to 
say the least, and that he believed that there would be more 
joy in Kansas City and St. Louis over “ninety and nine just 
dealers, who paid their bills promptly, than over one who. did 
not pay.” 

President Severance then introduced T. C. Ham of Okla- 
homa City, who welcomed the dealers as follows: 


ADDRESS OF WELCOME. 





Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Retail Hardware, Im- 
plement and Vehicle Dealers’ Association of Oklahoma and 
Indian Territory: If there is anything in a name, we are it. 
I commenced practicing on that name two weeks ago. I said 
it to myself, with no results; I said it aloud and became more 
confused. I finally had it set to music and practiced it on a 
banjo and in that way managed to learn it. 

This is the second annual meeting of this association. We 
are all rejoicing, I am sure, that this is to be a full meeting, 
and that representatives from most of the firms doing busi- 
ness in all parts of the two territories are to be here, to unite 
in a common cause. The fact of your presence indicates that 
you are association men. This is an age of association. We 
have outgrown and passed the’ age of individualism. Men 
are getting broader—they are able to see not merely self, but 
others; not merely the individual needs, but that larger field, 
the interests and needs of the community. We are beginning 
to realize that what injures our neighbor or competitor in- 
jures us, and that what makes for his welfare also makes for 
ours. We are beginning to see that the other fellow has the 
same right to live and do business that we have, and that he 
is not necessarily a thief and a scoundrel because he earns his 
bread and butter in the same way that we do, ~ 

And so we have met. here to get acquainted, to look each 
other in the face, to clasp hands in friendship, to exchange 
ideas, to talk over together the evils and mistakes that creep 
into our business and to do what we oan as an association to 
eradicate those evils, to put our business on a higher plane, 
and to come to a fuller realization of that broader community 
of interests 

It is particularly fortunate that the statehood convention 
is to be held here to-morrow. There is a common interest in 
which we all join:hands. I believe we are on the threshold of 
statehood. I hope and believe that before another convention 


we shall have cast off our swaddling clothes and be clothed in 
the full adult garb of free and independent statehood; that 
one year from now there will be no more Oklahoma Territory, 
no more Indian Territory, but one great, glorious state of 


Oklahoma, free to govern its own interests in its own way. 
That is a common interest in which we will all agree. 

In welcoming you to Oklahoma City, we do so with a 
whole heart; I am sure I speak the mind of every business 
man and of every citizen of this city when I say to you that 
we are glad to have this association meet with us. We feel 
that in coming here you honor us. 

For the benefit of our friends from the South and East, 
I will say that we do not know what Peruna means, but if 
from that part of your memory that is well covered with cob- 
webs you can recall the name of another beverage that will 
answer the purpose temporarily, just whisper it to the man 
with the white apron. 

Hospitality is the badge of our great western land of free- 
dom. As we go to the cities which you gentlemen represent— 
as many of us Oklahomans do—we always feel that we are 
welcome. And that welcome which you invariably extend to 
us we now offer you—not because you welcome us but be- 
cause hospitality is part and parcel of the life and spirit of 
this great West in which we are all one.

President Severance then announced that if there were 
any members present who had any grievances to present, they 
should be presented at this time, to be taken up by the execu- 
tive committee, which would meet immediately after ad- 
journment. No grievances were reported. The meeting then 
adjourned until 2 o’clock p. m. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The convention was called to order by President Sever- 
ance at 2:30, and if there had been any doubt in the mind of 
any one as to whether the meeting would be a success, the 
afternoon session certainly dispelled those doubts. Soon after 
the opening of the mieeting all of the seats were taken and 
dealers and traveling men were lined up around the walls. 
There was no disturbance of any kind, every one paying close 
attention to the proceedings. 

President Severance made a short talk, expressing his 
appreciation of the large attendance and complimenting the 
general appearance of those present. He called attention to 
the fact that changes in business conditions and business 
methods make it necessary for men of to-day to be better 
business men than was formerly the case; that it was neces- 
sary for dealers to attend the conventions and take part in the 
deliberations of the same, as they are of the utmost import- 
ance. He reminded the dealers that it would be necessary for 
the association to take up such questions as the parcels post 
bill, the catalogue house question and freight rates, and later, 
when statehood is secured, to take up matters of legislation 
affecting the retail dealers. 

Secretary Johnston was then called on for his annual re- 
port, which follows: 


SECRETARY’S REPORT.

Mr. President and Fellow Members of the Convention: | 


In making my annual report I desire first of all to say that 
those of you who were present in this room one year ago 
remember that I had not the pleasure of attending any of 
your business meetings, and consequently was very much sur- 
prised when I was informed that I was elected secretary. 
Not being familiar with association ‘work, I wasted the first 
six months, and it was not until I attended the annual meet- 
ing of the National Hardware Association in Minneapolis, 
Minn., in March, that I became alive to my position and real- 
ized what an injustice I had done each one of you by sleep- 









, 








ing on my job. About this time, however, I was again handi- 
capped by the fact that we started a new building and spring 
trade began to come iin, so that I assure you, gentlemen, I 
have done the best I could under the circumstances and trust 
that you will forgive and forget. 

At the last meeting one year ago we had forty-eight 
members in good standing: since then we have received séven 
new members, making a total at the present time of fifty-five. 
I have received and answered during the preserit year 2098 
letters and have written in addition to the above 175, making 
a total of 473 letters written. I have had printed and mailed, 
in round numbers, about 1,750 circulars and have received on 
postal cards furnished over 500 replies, which I assure you is 
very gratifying. In the circular letter work I desire to say 
that I have been assisted by Mr. McKean, assistant secretary 
of the Chamber of Commerce, and wish to express my thanks 
to him at this time. I also desire to say that owing to the 
depleted condition of our treasury the Chamber of Commerce 
has stood the expense of mailing these circular letters. 

There have been so far no kicks or complaints filed this 
year. In preparing the program I tried in so far as possible 
to arrange it to suit the time at our disposal, and hope that it 
may meet with your approval. It was not my aim to tire you 

. with addresses, but rather to give you a few choice ones and 
leave the balance of the time to be used by each one of you in 
a general discussion of the topics which seem to us of most 
importance. I wish to thank those who so kindly agreed to 
address us. 

I desire to call your attention to a scheme gotten up by 
the manufacturers’ association for a 1 cent postage, which on 
its face looks good, but which I believe is only a forerunner 
of the parcels post; and this view is also held by Mr. Hodge 
and Mr. Corey, and I would urge that if any of you receive 
any of the chain letters being used that you investigate it 
thoroughly before making any attempt to have your congress- 
man favor this bill. The advocates of the parcels post bill 
are very active at the present time and are planning to have 
this bill passed at the next session of Congress. I therefore 
hope that if it is deemed necessary for you to write a per- 
sonal letter to your congressman and you are so requested 
that you will not fail to comply at once. 

If you will pardon me here I wish to say a few words in 
regard to the Minneapolis convention and to assure you that 
unless you have attended such a gathering you have no idea 
of the amount of benefit you can get by touching elbows with 
the big bugs. The one thing which impressed me above every- 
thing else was that the men who are at the head of our Na- 
tional Association are men in whom we can put our trust 
They are broad gauged, large minded business men of the 
highest type and men who, when they are called upon by 
jobbers and manufacturers to show their side of any question, 
are capable of doing it. Over 600 manufacturers have given 
their word that they will not sell to catalogue houses, and 
others promise to sell only on restricted prices; but, gentle- 
men, there are others, and you and I must stand solidly back 
of these men until they are all in the fold. Another thing 
which impressed me was the absolute harmony which ex- 
isted. I trust that that same good feeling will exist here. In 
conclusion I wish to suggest to you a few things which in 
my opinion ought to be attended to. 

First: Change the name of the association to read Okla- 
homa and Indian Territory Hardware & Implement Associa- 
tion. Second: . If a sufficient membership can be formed at 
this time, the question of forming a mutual insurance com- 
pany within the next year should be taken up. Third: That 
we tender a vote of thanks to Mr. Norvell for having com- 
piled and furnished me a list of the hardware and implement 
dealers, at considerable expense and trouble. 

The treasurer, S. R. Frazee, found it impossible to be 
present at, the convention, and sent his report to the secre- 
tary, who read the same. The report showed a balance in 
the treasury of $3.10. 





A paper was read by S. H. Brown, buyer for the Okla- 
homa City Hardware Co., on “Who Is to Blame for the Un- 
profitable Prices On Staple Goods?” Mr. Brown spoke in 
part as follows: 
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ADDRESS BY S. H. BROWN. 


Who is to blame for the unprofitable prices on staple 
goods? The question is not an easy one. It is a subject of 
great interest to retail dealers, jobbers and manufacturers. 

There is trouble all around. There is trouble from the 
manniacturer when, Because of a shortage of capital or a sur 
plus of goods, he slaughters prices on staple articles in order 
to diminish his stock and increase his capital. There is trou 
ble caused by the manufacturer who adopts the policy of sell- 
ing to smaller buyers or retailers. 
obtain the proper differential as between the jobber and the 
retailer, and this tends to reduce prices made by his brothe: 
manufacturers legitimate 
There is not only trouble, but grief, caused by the manufac- 
turers who sell to catalogue or mail order houses 
the catalogue houses have been educating the consumer to 
believe the retail hardware merchant to be a robber and that 
there is no excuse for the existence of the jobber on the 
earth. 
at practically the same prices as jobbers. 
ers, thus absorbing all of the profits of both jobbers and re- 
The catalogue houses, in selling consumers, compete 
with retailers. They are, therefore, nothing but retail dealers, 
and the manufacturers should classify them as such, because 
all the mail order houses combined to not sell over 5 per cent 
of the hardware consumed in the United States. Ninety-five 
per cent is distributed through the retail trade. The 
harm Of the catalogue house is not so much in the amount 
The 
manufacturer who sells the wholesale grocer brings harm like-

competition, and in order to increase his turnover he cuts th« 
price on staple lines because they sell freely and in good 
and endeavors to himself in other ways;

to get an order. A salesman never will. 
because he has not the backbone to make his own prices and 
force the traveling salesmen to sell accordingly, regardless of 
what others may do. Many jobbers are responsible for this 
deplorable condition because they fail to look squarely in the 
face of what it really and actually costs to do business, for if 
the same were added to the invoice ard freight cost, on each 
and every article, it would prove a long needed eye opener 
It costs the average jobber 15 per cent to do business. It 
costs the average retailer 25 per cent to do business, and 
such amount should be added in when arriving at your costs 
It is a safeguard against loss and prevents the delusion that 
you are making money, as well as to save you the disappoint- 
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ment to which you are otherwise doomed when the annual in- 
ventory is taken. The manufacturer includes in his cost the 
expense of marketing the product as well as the office and 
factory expense. It is the correct and safe way to conduct 
any business—yet how many do it? 

The common practice of using leaders is objectionable 
because it gets the same article into too many stores and 
tends to price cutting among the retail dealers themselves. 
The retail dealer is just as well off as when he pays a legiti- 
mate price as he is when he buys at a cut price, because when 
he does the latter, the temptation is too great to hold the 
price where it should be. Price cutting begets price cutting, 
and the only way to hold an established pfice is to hold it. 
Jobbers and traveling men are responsible for the unprofitable 
prices—note that I use the term “traveling men”; vast differ- 
ence between a traveling man and a salesman. He will wait 
until his wide awake rival has sold practically all of the sea- 
sonable goods, and then he shakes himself and finds that he 
has been left out. Merchants all tell him they have bought. 
He then resorts to telling Mr. Merchant that he bought too 
soon, and that if he had waited for him he would have saved 
him 5, 10 or 15 per cent. This traveler reports that while he 
did not sell any goods, he everlastingly salivated the fellow 
who did, and then merchants report prices he quoted and de- 
mand that the price be met, which is done for the sake of 
peace and the hope of future business, resulting in an un- 
profitable price on one hand and the sleepy traveler’s house 
carrying the goods over for next season, while Mr. Sleepy 
Salesman promises that he will do the business next year and 
the other fellow permits him. After having done ‘so, he 
forces the same sort of settlement that prevailed in that terri- 
tory the previous season. 

The fact that credit is too cheap is a cause for unprofita- 
ble prices to an alarming extent. -In this great commercial 
age credit is an important factor. Credit has its moral side 
as well as its material side, and the very best basis of com- 
merce is credit. Credit is founded upon commercial honor. 
Just as long as credit risks are endangered by incompetence 
or inexperience, by indiscretion or by extravagance, by neg- 
lect or by ignorance, by weak morals or downright dishon- 
esty, either within or without our ranks, either among credi- 
tors or debtors, or both, just so long will unprofitable prices 
exist. A more rigid and higher estimate in this department 
of work would stand for the greatest good to every honest 
man and with just retribution to every dishonest man. What 
helps general conditions helps every individual merchant. 
Nothing is so destructive to the whole fabric as cheap credit, 
and nothing so conducive to cheap prices as haphazard credit 
methods. It admits the dishonest and inexperienced and gives 
a credit purchasing power of which they are unworthy and 
results in price cutting, bankruptcy, wreck, loss and ruin gen- 


erally. The retailers are largely responsible for unprofitable 
prices. Now don’t go to protesting that you’ do not cut 
prices. You know you do in many instances and those you 


do not know of your salesmen do. The main reason comes 
from the fact that there are enough in the retail ranks who 
are not of the best order of business talent to effect the whole 
to the extent that unprofitable prices on staple goods are the 
result. The intelligent retailer is dissatisfied with the profits 
on such goods, and naturally searches the country over to 
buy this article for less, and after vigorous efforts he finds a 
weak jobber who meets his wishes for a lower price. I have 
outlined the enemies who are responsible for the unsatisfac- 
tory profits on staple goods; you will please fill in the blanks. 

Now for the remedy. The blame cannot be laid at the 
door of either the manufacturer, the jobber or the retailer as a 
class, but members of each class, as individuals, have been 
guilty. Neither of the classes can justly be held strictly ac- 
countable for the unfortunate conditions, and only by the con- 
certed action of all three will it be possible to eliminate an 
abuse which affects, unfortunately and disastrously, not only 
the lines upon which prices are slaughtered, but other lines 
as well; for the manufacturer, the jobber and the retailer must 
all make a margin of profit if they are to continue in trade. If 
upon the large percentage of goods the profits are much re- 
duced, the percentage on other lines must be increased to 
make it up. Too much dependence is placed upon hearsay. 











You hear that your competitors are offering such and such 
goods at such and such prices, and without investigating the 
truth of the statement or insinuation you immediately reduce 
the price, thinking you are meeting the competitor’s prices, 
when it is too often true that he himself is making a new 
low record and establishing a precedent. 

Is it not possible that all of us think our customer is 


better posted than he really is? Crediting him with having 
more information than he has causes you in your anxiety to 
make a good impression and fail to ask the price. 

The time may have been when the shiftless, thoughtless 
and intemperate could show a profit. despite wasted hours 
spent in sitting on counters whittling or in bar rooms playing 
cards. No whittling, drinking, card playing dealer, big or 
little, can hope to compete in these strenuous days with the 
army of faithful, industrious and tireless competitors. The 
price of success in this age of the retail world is eternal vigi- 
lance and concentrated, intelligent effort. He who is not pre- 
pared to pay this price should seek some other calling and 
thus save himself from inevitable loss and humiliation that 
comes with failure. 





F. E. Muzzy of the Stevens Arms Co. gave a very inter- 
esting talk, urging dealers to join the association, as in that 
way they could help in the catalogue house competition, in 
which they were all interested. He also spoke of the benefit 
of the mutual insurance, and gave some good advice on the 
subject of salesmanship, showing that it was the treatment of 
the customers and the attitude of the salesmen, more than the 
prices, that sold goods, and that it was unnecessary to cut 
prices in order to make sales. He stated that the manufactur- 
ers were doing all they could to help the retail dealér in the 
catalogue house fight, and that they should reciprocate by 
standing by the manufacturers.

C. B. Carter, secretary-treasurer of the Southern 

Hardware Jobbers’ Association, has sent the following 
letter to the different members of that body: 

The question of our association deciding upon and .adopt- 
ing a uniform size sheet both for catalogues and loose leaf 
price books or binders’ catalogues was very fully discussed 
at the recent annual convention at Hot Springs, Va. A 
special committee, consisting of J. D. Moore, Charles H. Ire- 
land and C. B. Carter, was appointed to consider this matter 
and to report before the convention adjourned. On the last 
day of the convention this committee made its report, or, 
rather, asked for further time, inasmuch as they had not 
been enabled to secure sufficient information on the subject 
to enable them to make a satisfactory report. Further time 
was granted and the same committee continued. The remarks 
of one of our members in this connection will prove of in- 
terest: 

“T feel that this is one of the most important things we 
can take hold of. Perhaps not more than 10 or 15 per cent 
of our membership publish a catalogue, and while we do not 
ask the manufacturers to publish our catalogues, yet if they 
will get up their illustrated sheets so that we can adopt a 
uniform binder, a great deal of benefit would develop; and 
certainly a benefit to the manufacturers, and I hope that this 
committee will take this matter up and push it to a conclusion 
without delay, and after the size sheet is adopted that they 
will communicate through the secretary to the American 
Hardware Manufacturers’ Association our position.” 

In order that we may go to work on this proposition in- 
telligently, we ask that you give us the following information 
by return mail: 

First—Do you have your own catalogues printed? If so, 
send us a sheet of the catalogue itself, also of the loose leaf 
used in the loose leaf binder which you use in connection 
therewith. 

Second—If you do not use your own printed catalogue, 
whose or what style of catalogue do you use for your office 
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and your salesmen? Give size of sheet and size of printing 
space. 
Third—What size sheet would you suggest we recom- 
mend shall be adopted by the jobbers and manufacturers? 
Please remember that it requires a little wider sheet for the 
loose leaf binders than for the regular printed catalogues. 
Address your replies to the undersigned, who will tab- 
ulate the information and submit to J. D. Moore, chairman. 
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A CLEVER SCHEME. 








F. D. Mitchell, secretary-treasurer of the American 
Hardware Manufacturers’ Association, is sending the 
following announcement to the members of that as- 


sociation : 

You may have received a circular letter purporting to 
come from an associatjon in Brooklyn, N. Y., advocating a 
one-cent letter postage on the theory that it will save you 
one-half your postal expenses. A blue folder is enclosed, on 
which you are asked to follow out what is known as the 
endless chain system, by which for ten cents sent to the 
Brooklyn office you will obtain similar folders to send ten 
other firms, “avoiding publishers.” : 

Attention has been called to this scheme by Simmons 
Hardware Co., of St. Louis, and by Russell & Erwin Mfg. 
Co., of New York. It has of course come to the notice of 
our own members. The scheme which is adyocated is noth- 
ing more or less than an adroit plan to serve the purpose of 
a Parcels Post, at the expense of publishers. 

You will remember that our association has taken formal 
action expressing itself with unanimity in opposition to the 
Parcels Post, and this was twenty months ago, when the 
representative of that system, Mr. James L, Cowles, was 
present, and was assigned an hour to explain that view of 
the subject, and to whom was given a patient hearing. 

While it may not directly interest all manufacturers, it 
is a matter of vital importance to the jobbers and retailers 
with whom you deal. 

If catalogue houses and similar institutions are enabled, 
as they would be under this proposed plan, to ship mer- 
chandise from New York or Chicago to the remotest parts 
of our county, or to our distant colonies, at a’rate (as stated 
in this circular) “low enough to serve the useful purpose of 
a Parcels Post,” it is evident that, the retailers would be 
seriously handicapped, and the regular jobbers would suffer 
proportionately. 

The worst insidious feature of this circular is the endiess 
chain system. We have learned that “to oblige a friend,” 
some have sent out the ten new circulars without having 
fully considered the scope of the plan, and later expressed 
regrets at their action. 

This subject of postage was set as an order of business 
at our last meeting, but was crowded out by freight matters. 
It is hoped that further consideration may be given to it at 
the coming fall meeting.

J. D. Sutcliffe, a well-known Manchester, England, 
engineer, has just returned from the United States. 
Mr.- Sutcliffe’s visit to this country was occupied 
mainly in the study of American theaters; especially 
their heating, ventilating and fire appliances. Eleven 
of the largest American theaters were inspected.. Mr. 
Sutcliffe noted the absence in American playhouses of 
the English bar, English pit, and the English lack of 
elbow room: He complained, however, that the pro- 
tections against fire do not compare favorably with 
those of English theaters. The object of especial 
criticism was the asbestos lining of the stage curtain. 
Mr. Sutcliffe ventured the opinion that not one of the 
many which he inspected would resist a heavy flame.

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ANOTHER DEPARTMENT. 


A large flanging plant for flanging heads of its plate 
steel furnaces has recently been added to the works 
of the Meyer Furnace Company, Peoria, Ill. An 
idea of the size of the new installation may be gained 
when it is stated that it includes a 100-ton flanging 
press with a capacity of flanging and 
dishing heads as large as 72 inches 
wide and % inch thick. The increase 
in working capacity and efficiency of 
the works was compelled by an in- 
crease in the sales of the Weir all- 
steel gas and soot consuming  fur- 
naces which the company manufac- 
tures, but its facilities will enable it 
to continue to better advantage the 
line of flanging which it has been do- 
ing for the trade. 

The flanging press, which was built 
by R. D. Wood & Co., Philadelphia, 
is shown in Fig. 1. The plates to be 
flanged are heated in the furnace ad- 
joining the press and are swung to the | 
press bed by means of the crane. The 
engraving shows clearly the method 
of working and indicates the class of 
work produced. 

The other repre duction of a photo- 
graph, Fig. 2, shows a portion of the 
main plate working room, with fur-

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Company in its own plant, a flanging press and an 
Allen compression riveter. 

The development of the works has been interesting, 
but in the present connection the following brief state- 
ment will have to suffice: Starting some years ago in 
a very small way in the manufacture of furnaces in 
connection with the hardware business carried on by 
Mr. Meyer and his family, the furnace business has

largest industfies of Peoria. The firm 
was one of the pioneers in the con- 
‘structing of hot air furnaces on the 
principles of a steam boiler, being 
made of heavy plate, riveted, with 
seams calked. Large as the plant is, 
the firm had difficulty in turning out 
the demands ‘on it last year, and is 
now planning to double the present 
size of the plant. The range’of terri- 
tory covered by the company is shown 
by the distribution of its traveling 
salesmen: Illinois, Geo. Harms, J. A. 
Flickinger and Chas. Uhlig; Indiana, 
Michigan and Wisconsin, C. B. Mat- 
teson; Ohio, West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania, Geo. M. Barr; lowa, 
Minnesota and Nebraska, L. O. Pou- 
chot ; Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas and 
Oklahoma, L. H. Dorn. 

The Weir furnace, as is known, is 
built so that its combustion drum from 
top to bottom consists of one sheet of 
steel, with riveted seams tested for water and air tight- 
ness. Its soot and gas burning feature is an arrange- 
ment by which heated air is introduced above the burn- 
ing fuel, so that the oxygen of the additional air sup- 
ply can combine with any carbon or combustible mat- 
ter passing off in the gases. The fresh air is heated in 
the gases.

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CHIMNEY TOPS. 





The accompanying illustrations show several ways 
of drawing chimney tops. The first way is to draw 
end and side elevations as A and B, the lines 1 and 3 
to be the size of chimney. The top can be made of 
such a height as to come out of such iron as may be on 
hand. My rule for cutting all kinds of patterns is to

first draw the article to be made either in the mind or 
on paper. Draw the elevations A and B, lines 1 and 3 
being the size of chimney. The height of iron for A’ 
is ef on B. The line 2 is one-fourth of size of pipe. 
This gives the pattern A’. The height of iron for B’ 
is cd on A. Line 4 is one-fourth of size of pipe.

Allowance is to be made on B’ for jointing, and lines 
drawn, say four inches below ce, to allow for slipping 
over the chimney. The piece of pipe is to be made 


square at one end and round at the other. If a piece 
of round pipe is squared it looks (from side) as if it 





were smaller at the square end. To make the pipe 
look right draw a circle the size of pipe, about which 
describe a square. I will suppose the pipe to be 8 
inches in diameter. Then the circumference would 
be 25 1-7 inches and the circumference of the square 
would be 4 * 8 = 32 inches; 32 inches is about the 
circumference of a 10%-inch circle and 25 1-7 of an 
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8-inch circle. So to get the pattern of the pipe all that 
is required is to mark off a cylinder 10% inches in 
diameter at one end and 8 inches at the other, of any 
convenient height. 

Fig. 6 shows the pattern of such a pipe pattern. 
The small end will not come quite true, but as the

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next joint of pipe is supposed to slip over the smalh 
end and cover it up, I don’t think anyone will be in 
quisitive enough to look down the chimney top to see 
how it is made on the inside. 

The objection to making a chimney top this way is 
the joining of four corners. If a round pipe is 
wanted to join onto the cap, then the lines cd and ef 
can be carried up until they intersect and semi-circles 
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drawn. I understand that this method does not make 





the top perfectly true; but as it is supposed that the 
next joint will slip over and cover up about two inches 
of the top, I do not see any particular use in having 
the top any more than practically true. Or, to put it in 
another way, there is no sense in painting the under- 
side of a bran floor. 

Another way of making this is to make the same 
top in two pieces, so that the joint will come on the 
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ends; all that is required is to draw one-half of A’ on 
each side of B’. I will consider B’\ to be an isosceles 
triangle and one-half of A’ to be a right-angled tri- 
angle. On the right hand side of the drawing a square 
is shown, which shows one way of laying off the right- 
angle triangle. On the other side the semi-circles 
show another way, but the square is the best. Fig. 8 
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shows another way of making a top that is a very easy 
way of making the pipe fit on the top and looks very 
nicely when done. 

\ third way requires very little drawing, all that is 
required being the size of the chimney upon which the 
top is to go. Fig. 9 shows how the dividers are 
to be set to strike the circle. After having marked off 
the circle. be, which is a guide in laying off the tri- 








angles, draw lines bd and cle to center. Then divide 
into eight parts and draw linese f gh. This gives the 
pattern for the whole top. Dotted lines between f and 
g divide the pattern into two parts. I think if you 
study these patterns, and drawings, you will ob- 
serve how easy it is to understand the method 
of laying off patterns for chimney tops, as it is simply 
putting different triangles together.

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‘ MECHANICAL VENTILATOR. 








The subject of ventilation is one which is being 
brought more to the fore with each succeeding year.

after, the doctor’s visits become more regular. The 
tremendous impulse given to the better airing of our 
houses will soon become general and will undoubtedly 
tend to prolong the vitality of the average man. 
There is a general movement in favor of practical 
ventilation of some kind, and the argument of the 
ventilator is plausible. 

One of the accompanying illustrations ‘shows the 
construction of the Mechanical Ventilator; the other 
illustration shows the principle of the injector, upon 
which the theory of the stationary ventilator is based. 
The molecules composing air are more mobile than 
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those composing water. They slip over each other 
with the greatest rapidity. The current in one direc- 
tion through tube A, in the direction of the outlet, B, 
will induce a current in a like direction through the 
tube C. It is therefore the effort of makers of sta- 
tionery ventilators to design them, so that all outside 
currents of air are converted into air movements par- 
allel with the lines of the flue openings, viz., upwards. 

The greater portion of the time, however, there is 
practically no outside movement of the atmosphere. 
At such times the stationary ventilator should offer 
practically as good an opening from the flue as though 
it were an open pipe. Two requirements are neces- 
sary; the outside air should not be able to get down 
the flue; two, the ventilator should be an open pipe 
when the air outside is stationary. 

The construction of the Mechanical Ventilator is 
shown in the accompanying illustration. It is to be 
noted that there is very little deflection necessary for 
the air to pass out of the openings. A wide range of 
openings and a large number are provided. These 
characteristics ,enable the Mechanical Ventilator to 
exhaust the air from the interior when the outside air 
conditions are still.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

The long looked for reversal in pig iron prices has 
at last taken place. The change came unexpectedly, 
and although the buying movement was not so very 
extensive, still sellers were greatly encouraged. Some 
of the Southern furnaces are not in the market for any- 
thing below $11.50, and others are asking 50c more 
than last week. Sellers are now able to name prices 
and accordingly Northern furnaces are stronger. Al- 
though Southern furnace yards were overstocked with 
70,000 tons during the month of June the foundry iron 
market is considered strong, as melters are believed 
to have allowed their stocks to run down more rapidly 
than the furnaces will be able to produce. 

Belated buyers who thought that $10.75 was not 
hottom price are now paying $11.50 and some may 
have to pay as high as $12.00. Furnace representa- 
tives are taking things easy and are not running after 
business. The local price is $16, at the furnace for 
No. 2 for third quarter and $16.50 for the last quarter. 
Last week they were selling for $15.50, furnace. From 
25c to 50c must be added to this price for Chicago 
delivery. Several large orders of malleable pig iron 
were placed last week, amounting to about 20,000 
tons. A large car interest placed an order of 10,000 
tons foundry iron in St. Louis and liberal buying was 
also done by local car industries. 

The demand for iron bars has increased greatly 
and given the market a stronger tone. Inquiries 
range from 1,000 tons down and cover requirements 
for from two to six months. The price is held firmly 
at $1.50 Chicago. All points indicate that this com- 
modity has at last been raised to its proper position on 
the market. Steel bars are practically at a standstill, 
orders coming in in small lots.

PIG IRON. 


Matthey Addy & Company, iron merchants, will say 
in their weekly report: 


The past week has been the most satisfactory one in pig 
iron for many months. A large tonnage of iron has been 
placed and the business has been wel! distribtited. The buying 
has not been confined to any particular kind of iron or any 
class of purchasers, but has been general and extremely satis 
factory in every way. .Inquiries have been coming in con 
tinuously from big consumers and from small. Although a 
large part of the orders are for shipment over the present 
quarter, many are now covering their wants for the entire 
balance of the year. Southern furnaces generally prefer to 
limit their quotations to this year’s shipment. They all feel 
that the openi::z of 1906 will see very much higher prices, and 
although seveial large concerns are in the market for next 
year’s delivery, they refuse to quote except at a considerable 
advance. Both northern and southern irons are moving free- 
ly, and the demands for prompt delivery and requests to hurry 
shipment indicate that business is flourishing with the foun- 
dries and that the supply of raw material on hand is short. 
There is a dearth of higher grades among the first class south- 
ern coke irons. Basic has been in demand and a number of 
malleable Bessemer sales of considerable size are reported. 

The coke market has been extremely active and prices are 
very firm. A large tonnage has been placed during the past 
week. 

In reviewing the situation we find nothing but encourage- 
ment. The large number of orders booked, the numerous in- 
quiries, and the absolute firmness of prices indicate good 
things for the future. 


Rogers, Brown & Co., iron merchants, will say in 


their weekly report: 

The improved condition noted a week ago has developed 
into an excellent buying movement. The psychological mo- 
ment was recognized by a large number of buyers, with the 
result that there have been larger and better sales, for more 
extended delivery, than at any time within the past four 
months. There is an undercurrent of earnestness about in- 
quiries, and a feeling in connection with them that can only 
promise well. Advances have beén effected and the market 
is established on basis of $11.50 Birmingham. The market 
had simply reached the point where the effect of further 
pounding down of prices was not apparent, and buyers judged 
that it had reached its minimum. As the second half was 
well started with the fewest possible number of contracts 
closed, it was natural that when the turn came it should be 
of a lively nature. It is too early yet to say whether the 
present flurry is one which will develop into a steady stride 
of satisfactory business, such as has been predicted for the 
last half, or whether it will resolve itself into only a mo- 
mentary activity. Indications on all sides, and the opinion 
of those best fitted to judge, point to its being the starting 
off of the last half year’s excellent record. 

In the matter of records, it is interesting to note in one 
line the tremendous increase which has been registered over 
previous years. Construction and building operations of all. 
kinds in this country are proceeding now at a rate never 
heretofore so generally maintained. This construction, of 
course, enters Jargely into all calculations referring ‘to iron 
and steel. General building in twenty-seven of the principal 
cities for the first six months shows an increase of practically 
50 per cent in value of buildings erected over the corre- 
sponding period a year ago. This covered about 9,000 build- 
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ings. During the same period permits were issued in these 
cities for the construction of over 57,000 buildings, as against 
48,000 last year. This is a most remarkable showing, and 
as it embraces only twenty-seven cities should impress all 
with the greatness of the building industry now going on. 
There is no falling off in this branch of activity, and the in- 
crease is only limited by inability of contractors to obtain 
sufficient material. 

Coke, which for the past few weeks has been going en- 
tirely independent of the then weak pig iron market, has felt 
the influence of pig iron improvement, and has been in good 
demand, with prices steady. Doubtless the ‘recent extreme 
heat in the central and eastern portions will serve to inter- 
fere somewhat with production.

CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 


Business continues a trifle dull, but everything looks 
favorable for a continuation of the conditions that 
made the first six months of the present year better 
than the first six months of last year. Every indica- 
tion points to a most successful fall trade. The ap- 
proach of colder weather is awaited with interest and 
hopefulness. Preparations are being made for a most 
strenuous season, and energy is being stored up during 
the present dull weeks. 

Rumors have been heard of unsteadiness in some 


Virginia coke continues to - 
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of the heavier goods, notably plows, shovels, lawn 
mowers, because of the present weakness in the iron 
and steel markets. These rumors, however, could 
not be verified, and it is safe to say that they are abso- 
lutely without foundation. Students of the hardware 
market realize that this market follows so far in the 
wake of the pig iron, that the influence of the latter is 
almost imperceptible. Any weakness which the iron 
markets may have shown during the last two months 
would not affect the present hardware market at the 
present time in the slightest degree. Moreover, there 
are evidences that the pig iron market and its sub- 
servient markets are convalescing. 

Hardware men may be considered as a compara- 
tively ‘conservative class. Hardware prices do not 
fluctuate to any degree as a rule; the wildly bullish 
or wildly bearish movements of the stock and the 
grain markets are entirely absent. The hardware 
market is even more conservative than the iron and 
steel markets are. But the present season shows a 
trifle more conservatism on the part of jobbers than 
any during the last year. Jobbers are not buying 
heavily, and manufacturers are careful not to over 
produce. This condition may be aggravated by the 
customary dullness of the summer months. 

The crop outlook is most promising. Favorable 
temperatures have prevailed over the greater part of 
the country, and the heavy rains which have interfered 
with the healthy growth throughout the Ohio valley 
and over a large part of the south Atlantic and the 
Gulf states, have shown no disposition to continue 
their reign of havoc. Corn has made splendid progress 
throughout almost all of the corn belt, and is decidedly 
promising in the Missouri valley. Reports of injury 
to harvested wheat have been received from the central 
Mississippi and Ohio valleys and from some of the 
Atlantic states. The injury has not been considerable, 
however, and will probably make no appreciable dif- 
ference in the final figures. It is said that rust is 
prevalent in the Dakotas and to some extent in Minne- 
sota. Investigations show that there is very little in 
Minnesota and that it is not increasing in the former 
states. The oats crop has, it is said, been damaged 
by the excessive rainfall.
